The Real Battle Still Ahead 


" '. With the truce apparently in effect in 


•Korea, and Secretary Dulles on the ground 
i to confer with Syngman Rhee on an armi- 
stice, the coming political conference begins 
edging toward the limelight. Britain and the 
rllnited States, still poles apart in their 
Hhinking on some topics—such as recognition 
of Red China—are agreed on at least two 
points concerning the conference. First, 
they want the U.N. assembly meeting called 


•"for Aug. 17, to limit itself to deciding which 
.'nations shall participate, and where the con- 
ference should be held; second, both are 


• ~ determined to dtil first with the question 


of Korea. If Red China shows a reasonable 


' attitude on Korea, then the British will be 


willing, they say, to approach other Asiatic 
problems. 


Britain and the U.S. are also agreed that 


the conference should be as small as pos- 
sible, but there may be disagreement in 
•Washington over some of the British sug- 
'gestions, among them the inclusion of India 
and Australia. There is no argument over 
France, Kussia, the two Korean regimes 
and Turkey. The British would like to meet 
in Colombo rather than in Geneva or New 
Delhi, but would agree to New York. 


The fundamental difference is of course 


over how to treat Red China. The British 
have never modified their contention that 
Mao's regime, as the de facto government, 
should be admitted to N.N. and should be 


restored to normal trade as soon as it 
"proves that it is a decent member of so- 
ciety." Both British labor and. its strong 
financial interests are willing to apply this 
description with a great deal of latitude. The 
United States will take much persuading. 


For one thing, it may not be easy for Lon- 


don to live up to its assurances that it 
wouldn't favor a change in Red China's 
status until satisfied that Mao would desist 
from further aggression in Indo-China. 


Britain is determined, withal, to avoid an 


open difference with the United States, dur- 
ing either the U.N. assembly or the political 
conference. Foreign' office professionals are 
reported greatly concerned over the possi- 
bility of jeopardizing British-American re- 
lations in exchange for the mere promise 
of a temporary understanding with Peiping. 
Well they may be. And since that fact is 
Washington's best hope for a satisfactory 
agreement, or compromise, it is sure to be 
emphasized. Somebody's thinking will have 
to be modified, and ,the outcome will in the 
long run be as decisive as the fighting in 
Korea.

In the Distance, Boom's End 


The secret is out. The boom is on its way 


out, too, after 13 years with scarcely a 
breathing spell. Some things do get out of 
balance in that time, to a point where they 
need correction. But that won't be too se- 


' 
vere, says the weekly U. S. News & World 
Report, in a copyrighted piece. Nothing like 
a depression is to be anticipated. Instead, 
the country will experience a setback, or ad- 
justment, planned as an alternative to in- 


- flation. Starting late this year or early in 


1954, it may run through mid-1955, no later, 


' iay the experts. Then recovery will set in. 


Causes and symptoms are obvious. The 


threat of a bigger war is no longer a con- 
stant stimulus (though reservations in this 
direction might be the part of good judg- 
ment) and other government spending is 
headed downward, while taxes remain high. 
Money is tighter, harder to borrow, and 
more costly. Industrial output, still run- 
ning at record speed, is piling up goods, and 
may have to cut back its labor force shortly, 


* and to lower prices, certainly not raise 


i 
them. Many workers stand to lose the over- 


i 
time that has paid them so well. Some will 
lose their jobs. Competition will grow in- 
tense. 


All this is part of the process of getting 


back to normal. Yet business is expected to 
slow down much less sharply than in earlier 
periods of retrenchment. Work will seem 


desirable, a good job again something to 
treat with respect. Who is going to get hurt, 
then? The less efficient wage earners—and 
the less efficient business men, coupled for 
the first time in such a connection. Creditors 
will probably come out best, along with sal- 
aried people whose jobs are steady, pension- 
ers and others on fixed incomes; and of 
course efficient business. 


These shifts recur automatically as re- 


cession follows boom and boom follows 
recession. What is new in the- current situa- 
tion, if the prophet isn't deluded, is that real 
depression, even deflation, is not antic- 
ipated; that much of employment is pro- 
tected by insurance, jobs will be spread and 
farm prices bolstered. 


Meanwhile, the President, just in case, 


has set up an Advisory Board on Economic 
Growth and Stability (Abe-eggs to you) to 
concoct recession antidotes, Newsweek re- 
minds. Should any serious symptoms appear, 
and none is anticipated now, Director Ar- 
thur Burns is expected to recommend one 
or all of these courses: 


Prompt easing of government policy to 


make more money available, as a stimulus to 
industry. 


Lowering of corporate taxes to encourage 


expansion and enterprise. 


A nationwide public works program, with 


stress on highway, school, hospital and air- 
port construction. 


Afraid of Food 


.While hungry East Germans were being 


shot at for accepting American food, and 
the Kremlin was accusing the White House 
of diabolical illegality in providing it, the 
reaction in another quarter was as differ- 
ent as could be. When the first shipload of 
American wheat reached Pakistan, where 
famine walks the streets, the prime min- 
ister was at the dock, to meet it. Did he 
shoot at the stevedores and shoo his people 
away from the dock while ordering the 
police to stop any deliveries? Instead he 
had 98 camels waiting at the dockside in 
Karachi, hitched to carts and wearing signs 
that read "Thank you, U.S.A." Ship's offi- 
cers and crew were almost shocked by 
those signs, but managed to carry on. Pre- 
Thier Mohammed All must be a good deal 
more confident of the loyalty of his coun- 
trymen than are Soviet authorities about 
the sentiments of the East Germans for 
whom their fatherly kindness is proverbial. 


Faster Than the Mind 


Military planes, fast as they are, serve 


as pace makers for transport aircraft. Tra- 
velers should therefore be warned by the 
feat of a Stratojet in crossing from Maine 
to England in 4 hours 45 minutes. This will 
mean eventually that one can move his 
body around the world faster than his mind 
can adjust to the change—as in alighting 
in a Chicago blizzard two hours after a 
swim in the waters off Miami. Deep sea 
divers use decompression chambers to help 
them adjust to the difference between fresh 
and salt water. Inventors should be starting 
now to help travelers adjust to the differ- 
ence between New York and London. Per- 
haps injections, en route, of a diluted so- 
lution of atrocious coffee and boiled mutton 
would do the trick, suggests the Chicago

wonders how our city affairs got 
so completely all bollixed up. 
Lincoln has been 
fortunate 
over a long period of years in 
having public officials who are 
honest, intelligent and public- 
spirited. If there was any sus- 
picion of graft or crookedness 
now, 
it \vould be quite in order 
to organize citizens committees 
and try to draft some outstand- 
ing people to untangle city af- 
fairs. 
However, no responsible 
person would think of question- 
ing the integrity or civic-mind- 
edness of our mayor and council. 
How, 
then, do we come to be 
in such a devil of a fix? 
This writer happens to be one 


of the increasing number of 
people who are coming to ques- 
tion the form of our city govern- 
ment; to ask if it is not the 
machine that is at fault rather 
than the operators; the constitu- 
tion rather than the officials. 
Not long ago, our able, young 
superintendent of schools 
and 
our Board of Education asked for 
the considerable sum of $6 mil- 
million for new school facilities 
We granted their request almost 
without a murmur. They got the 
$6 million at the amazingly low 
rate of 1.8 per cent. From ex- 
perience, we naturally 
expect 
this sort of thing from our public 
schools. 
We've always had it 
and always expect to have it. 
The reason for our present happy 
school situation is not hard to 
find. 
We elect a half dozen 
public-spirited citizens who find 
a man whose training and ex- 
perience indicate that he is an 
expert in administering schools. 
Lincoln schools have flourished 
under this set-up. We can still 
remember the days when the 
Lincoln Central High School was 
erected. There was considerable 
murmuring that the Board of 
Education had "gone out in the 
country and built tlje high school 
in a hole in the ground." If we 
had voted on the location it is 
doubtful if both the courts and 
the state militia could have re- 
solved 
the 
ensuing 
rhubarb. 
Time and experience have vindi- 
cated the judgment of our school 
authorities and given our citizens 
increased 
confidence 
in 
the 


soundness of our public school 
organization and personnel. 
I know the two cases are not 
exactly parallel, but it seems to 
me that the experience of this 
city points directly to the desir- 
ability of the city manager form 
of government. 
More than a 
thousand cities in the United 
States are using it successfully. 
If our City Council investigated 
the suuccessful city administra- 
tions over the country and em- 
ployed a city manager of train- 
ing and proven success, it might 
be the means of remedying our 
present unsatisfactory city af- 
fairs.

The aircraft carrier, now undergoing ex- 


tensive refurbishing on the West Coast, is 
going to the French for use in the approach- 
' ing desperate showdown with the Red 
Vietminh in Indo-China. The vessel will be 
turned over fully equipped with planes, 
guns, munitions and other essentials. 


The two bit submarines for Italy are also 
undergoing- complete modernization, which 
includes the expensive snorkel devices and 
a lot of new radar equipment. This will 
come to $5,000,000 per craft, in addition to 
their original cost. The subs are part of the 
NATO program. 
The 25 destroyers and numerous other 


ships that will be given Japan, South Korea 
and the Chinese Nationalists will come from 
the vessels now on duty in that area. There 
is no indication how they will be allotted, 
but the belief in congressional quarters is 
that Japan will get most of the destroyers.

Godfrey goes all out just now to ac- 
knowledge that his hospital ordeal and re- 
covery meant a profound spiritual uplift.
